Fire Hazards 
At High Peak 


As the year draws to an end, 
here are a few bits of over-the- 
fence talk we'd like to sneak 
under the wire of 1952, regard¬ 
less of timeliness. The first 
goes back to the Notre Dame- 
USC game, but we think it has 
enough local color to reach be¬ 
yond the date of any gridiron 
battle. 


Fire Chief Jim Heasley wants 
you to remember that your 
Christmas tree, no matter how 
beautiful, is a fire hazard. He 
also has commented on the 
startling fact that so few peo¬ 
ple know how to report a fire. 

“You’d think it was simple 
enough,” he said, “and yet so 
many people under the stress 
of emergency go all to pieces. 
They’ll grab the telephone, hol¬ 
ler ’Fire!,’ and go racing back 
to throw a glass of water on 
a roaring blaze.” 

All of which sounds rather 
comical when viewed from a 
distance, but if ever it hap¬ 
pened to you it would be no 
joke. 

“There are all kinds of ways 
you can report a fire,” the 
Chief points out. “You can call 
the police, CUster 5-1414. You 
can dial 116, or CUster 5-1232. 
But how many people in a state 
of emergency are going to re¬ 
member, or look up, these num¬ 
bers? The simplest way is to 
dial the operator and say: ‘I 
want to report a fire’.” 

Even then, Chief Heasley 
says, some people get so rat¬ 
tled that they forget to name 
their location. 

“Be sure that you give the 
address, designating north, 
east, south, or west. And don’t 
leave the phone until you are 
sure that the party at the other 
end understands you. 

“Watch the wiring on that 
tree, and don’t leave burning 
cigarettes nearby. Merry Christ¬ 
mas!”

HOW TO SALUTE FLAG 

During the ceremony of hoist¬ 
ing or lowering the Flag of 
the United States, or when the 
Flag is passing in a parade or 
in review, all persons present 
should face the Flag, stand at 
attention, and salute. 

Those present in uniform 
should render the military sa¬ 
lute. 

When not in uniform men 
should remove the hat with the 
right hand, holding it at the 
left shoulder, the hand being 
over the heart. Men without 
hats should salute (right hand 
over heart) in the same man¬ 
ner. 

Aliens should stand at atten¬ 
tion. 

Women should salute by 
placing the right hand over the 
heart. 

The salute to the Flag in a 
moving column should be rend¬ 
ered at the moment the Flag 
passes.
